The Town Hall Reno¬ 
vation Advisory, dubbed 
THRAC, voted unani¬ 
mously on Tuesday to keep 
Town Hall at its current 
location. 

The vote followed the 
results of a survey that 
left no doubt that the 


people who responded are 
passionate about keeping 
the historic Town Hall as 
the center of the town's 
government. 

More than 400 par¬ 
ticipated in the survey that 
was online on the town’s 
website for about a week 
last month. The Town Hall 
survey plans included a 
rating scale so respondents 


could indicate how 
strongly they felt about an 
option. Seventy-one per¬ 
cent answered either very 
important or extremely 
important that the Town 
Hall remain at its cur¬ 
rent location on Cohasset 
Common. 

“1 was thrilled with how 
many responses we got 
on the survey,” THRAC 


co-chairman Mary 
McGoldrick said. 

McGoldrick explained 
the purpose of the survey 
was two-fold: to determine 
how citizens feel about 
where Town Hall should 
be situated and to engage 
the community more in 
the process.

The Massachusetts 
Department of Transpor¬ 
tation (MassDOT) has 
announced that a public 
meeting will take place on 
Monday, June 12 at 7 p m. 
on the topic of replacing 
the Little Harbor Inlet 
Bridge, which carries 
vehicles using Atlantic 
Avenue in Cohasset. 

At the meeting, w hich 
will take place at the 
Cohasset Senior Center, 91 
Sohier St., MassDOT and 
project contractor MIG 
Corporation will present 
the current schedule of 
construction, the project s 
anticipated travel impacts 
and several other items of 
importance. 

The project is intended 
to rehabilitate and replace 
what MassDOT has clas¬ 
sified as a “structurally 
deficient bridge” over 
Little Harbor Inlet. The 
bridge is owned by the 
Towm of Cohasset. 

MassDOT funded 
the design costs and 
MassDOT and federal 
funds will be paying for

5 THINGS TO DO THIS WEEK 


M any of us have 
shed a tear at 
events when 
Old Glory is raised or 
lowered. We place our 
hand over our heart 
or salute as the "Star 
Spangled Banner" or 
other patriotic music is 
played. 

Pride in our flag is 
something most Ameri¬ 
cans share. But today 
with the Stars and Stripes 
adorning everything from 
running shorts to plastic 
cups, most of us have no 
understanding about how 
to show respect for our 
flag on a regular basis. 

With Flag Day next 
Wednesday (June 14), 
now is a good time to 
take a look at our flags 
and see if they need to be 
replaced. 

Flag Day is the anniver¬ 
sary of the Continental 
Congress's Flag Resolu¬ 
tion on June 14,1777- The 
resolution established the 
flag as having 13 alternat¬ 
ing red and white stripes; 
and the white stars (13 at 
the time) on a blue field. 
Flag Day was officially 
established by the Proc¬ 
lamation of President 
Woodrow Wilson in 1916. 
And in 1949, President 
Harry Truman signed an 
Act of Congress designat¬ 
ing June 14 of each year 
as National Flag Day. 

Most of us mean no 
harm when we allow 
our flags displayed on 
our homes or atop flag 
poles at our businesses 
to become worn. But, 
truthfully, that is a sign of 
disrespect. 

The red, white and

blue of Old Glory, no 
matter how small or 
large, should be vibrant 
— the edges crisp. A 
bright, fresh flag shows 
we continue to renew our 
belief in all that the Stars 
and Stripes stand for. 

A flag should be retired 
and replaced when it is 
no longer fit to serve as a 
symbol of our country. 

Here are some tips for 
displaying the flag: 

■ On a vehicle - Attach 
the flag to the antenna or 
clamp the flagstaff to the 
right fender. Do not lay 
the flag over the vehicle. 

■ On a building - Hang 
the flag on a staff or on 

a rope over the sidewalk 
with the stars away from 
the building. 

■ Above other flags - 
Hang the flag above any 
other flag on the same 
pole 

■ In a window - Hang 
the flag vertically with 
the stars to the left of 
anyone looking at it from 
the street. 

■ Half-staff - This is a 
sign of mourning. Raise 
the flag to the top of the 
pole then lower it to the 
half way point. Before 
lowering the flag, raise 
it to the top again at the 
end of the day.

Many people are 
unaware after signing 
a financing contract 
that a document may 
be filed with the Reg¬

The questions on the 
survey encompassed two 
sites: the current location 
on Highland Avenue or 
building a new Town Hall 
near the Rec Center behind 
the Paul Pratt Memorial 
Library. The survey also 
asked about restoring the 
antique part of Town Hall 
even if the offices were 
relocated. 

Those two site options 
had been whittled down 
over months from upwards 
of a dozen, to three or four, 
then down to two. Location, 
access and site work were 
all part of the conversation. 

THRAC recently ruled 
out a third “finalist” site 
off Bancroft Road due to 
myriad issues including the 
terrain and neighborhood 
location. Cost of site work 
on undeveloped land was 
also an issue. 

Before Tuesday’s vote, 
Gary Vanderweil of Jeru¬ 
salem Road, a former 
selectman, noted that the 
Town Hall on the common 
helps keep the village vital. 

“I would hate to move 
all the hustle and bustle 
of Town Hall away from 
Cohasset Village that is the 
last thing we need,” he said. 
Vanderweil suggested that 
even if some of the admin¬ 
istrative offices cannot fit 
into the renovated building

The town has engaged 
a project management 
firm, Daedelus Projects for 
$24,000 for the first phase 
of the project. Shane Nolan 
is serving as primary proj¬ 
ect manager for Daedulus. 
The design contract has 
been awarded to McGinley 
Kalsow & Associates for 
$90,000 that covers costs 
through the conceptual 
design. Town Manager 
Chris Senior said the funds 
come from money set aside 
from prior projects. 

In response to an audi¬ 
ence question, Wendall 
Kalsow explained there 


was clearly no economic 
advantage in terms of con¬ 
struction on a new site.

portion.

THRAC Co-Chairman 
David Drinan said the plan 
was to go to the fall Special 
Town Meeting with a cost 


number in mind and a cleat 
plan. 

Senior noted that the t ; 

town’s 250th anniversary 
is three years away and it 
would be good to have the 
new/renovated Town Hall, 
if approved, finished in 
time. The hope is to have 
the design approved in 
the fall with a folly engi¬ 
neered set of plans and ■ 
fully “bidded” project by 
the annual Town Meeting 
next spring. Construction 
could take 12 to 18 months. 
The Town Hall staff 
would be relocated during 
construction. 

The future of Town 
Hall is important, officials 
say, because the current 
Town Hall in its current 
state, with the 1857 and 
1987 sections, is in dire > 
need of restoration and 
repair.

EPINEPHRINE BULK PURCHASE PROGRAM (S 8) 

Senate 38-0, approved an amendment creating a Municipal Epinephrine 
Bulk Purchase Program that will allow cities and towns to save money on 
their purchase of epinephrine for municipal first responders agencies and 
schools. Epinephrine is a drug that treats life-threatening allergic reactions 
caused by a variety of things including an insect bite or sting, food, medica¬ 
tion and latex. 

Amendment supporters said the cost of a pair of life-saving EpiPens has 
skyrocketed from $100 in 2006 to $608 in 2017. They noted that this price 
gouging by the maker Mylan has made the EpiPen unaffordable to many 
people who need them and has sadly resulted in deaths. They argued that 
banding together and bulk-purchasing allows the government to negotiate 
with the manufacturer to get the lowest price.

ALSO UP ON BEACON HILL 

HEARING ON TAX CUTS AND MORE - The Revenue Committee will 
hold a hearing on June 13th at 10 a.m. in Room B-2 at the Statehouse on sev¬ 
eral tax bills including: 

SENIOR CITIZEN TAX REDUCTION (H1512) - Increases from $700 to 
$1,200 the income tax exemption for seniors over age 65. 

CARING FOR ELDERLY RELATIVES (H 1519) - Gives an income tax 
credit of up to $4,000 for families caring for elderly relatives at home if the 
taxpayer provides more than one-half of the support of the relative over age 
70. The relative must live with the taxpayer at least six months per year and 
hove an annual income of less than $30,000. 

EXEMPT SENIORS FROM AUTO EXCISE TAX (H 1568) - Exempts 

seniors over 65 with income below the federal poverty line from the automo¬ 
bile excise tax. The current federal poverty line is $12,060 for a single person 
and $16,240 for a married couple. 

PROHIBIT TAX AUDITS OF TAXPAYERS OVER 80 (H 1584) - Pro¬ 
hibits the state from conducting tax audits on anyone over the age of 80 who 
earns less the $400,000 per year. 

ALLOW CITIES AND TOWNS TO INCLUDE MARKETING MATERI¬ 
AL WITH PROPERTYTAX BILLS (H 3318) - Allows cities and towns to in¬ 
clude in the envelope or electronic message in which a property tax bill is sent, 
nonpolitical informational or marketing material. 

! PROPERTYTAX CEILING FOR LOW-INCOME SENIORS (H 3332) - 
Allows cities and towns to place a cap on the property tax paid by single sen¬ 


iors over 65 who are earning under $50,000 and married seniors who are 
earning under $60,000. lb qualify, seniors would not be allowed to have as¬ 
sets of over $75,000, not counting their primary residence and automobile. 

PROHIBIT LOWER TUITION RATES FOR ILLEGAL IMMIGRANTS 
- The Higher Education Committee will hold a public hearing on June 13 at 
10 a.m. in room A-2 at the Statehouse on a bill that would prohibit Massa¬ 
chusetts state universities from offering lower in-state tuition and fees to ille¬ 
gal immigrants and their children (H 637). Currently, the lower tuition rate is 
offered to legal citizens who live in the Bay State and Massachusetts students 
who have been accepted into the federal program for those who immigrated 

illegally to the country as children and have a work permit 

Another bill on the agenda (H 685) does the opposite. It allows illega^ im¬ 
migrants to pay the in-state tuition rates and fees at Massachusetts colleges 
and universities if they have attended a high school in Massachusetts for at 
least three years and have graduated or received the equivalent of a diploma. 

The measure also requires these students to have a social security number or 

individual taxpayer identification number; provide an affidavit stating that he 
or she has filed or will in file an application to become a citizen or permanent 
resident and register for selective service. 

Supporters of the ban say the state should not offer financial rewards to 
anyone who has broken the law and is in this country illegally. They argued h 
is outrageous to offer low tuition rates to these students while legal citizens 
from outside Massachusetts, including war veterans, are required to pay 
higher rates if they attend a Massachusetts state university. 

Opponents of the ban say many of these students were babies when they 
were brought here by their parents and had no choice about entering the 
country illegally. They noted some hardworking students are currently re¬ 
quired to pay out-of-state tuition rates that are significantly higher than the 
in-state rate. 

MAKE DAYLIGHT SAVINGS TIME PERMANENT - The special legisla¬ 
tive commission charged with studying the practical, economic and health- 
related impacts of the state remaining on Eastern Daylight Time (EDT) 
throughout the calendar year held its final meeting last week. Currently, the 

Bay State is on EDT only when we pus i the clocks ahead during the period of 

the second Sunday in March to the first Sunday in November. During EDT, 
evening daylight lasts an hour longer while sunrise is an hour later. 

Supporters of permanent EDT say that it delivers more sunlight in the 
evening after work and school when people can enjoy it, rather than during 
the morning rush. They argue that studies show it helps businesses, saves en¬ 
ergy, reduces robberies and improves physical and mental health. 

Opponents question the energy savings and say that studies have shown 
that EDT increases the risk of a heart attack. Some farmers say the practice 
leaves them with an hour less sunlight to get crops to market and tampers 
with the milking schedules of cows which often do not adapt easily to a sud¬ 
den shift. Many parents and schools oppose EDT because it makes sunrise 
times much later and results in children being out on dark streets on their 
way to school. 

i HOW LONG WAS LAST WEEK'S SESSION? Beacon Hill Roll Call tracks 
the length of time that the House and Senate were in session each week. 
Many legislators say that legislative sessions are only one aspect of the Legis¬ 
lature's job and that a lot of important work is done outside of the House and 
> Senate chambers. They note that their jobs also involve committee work, re¬ 
search, constituent work and other matters that are important to their dis¬ 
tricts. Critics say that the Legislature does not meet regularly or long enough 
to debate and vote in public view on the thousands of pieces of legislation that 
have been filed. They note that the infrequency and brief length of sessions 
are misguided and lead to irresponsible late-night sessions and a mad rush to 
act on dozens of bills in the days immediately preceding the end of an annual 
session.

Katie I^andrv was a three- 
sport athlete during her 
tenure at Hingham High 
School.

“I know it’s crazy, but it has 
not set in yet,” said Landry 
about being a part of a cham¬ 
pionship team. “Coach (Carol 
Cantele) told us it will be with 
us forever and that it won t 
sink in until you’re 30. Every 
year, it’s been our goal. We 
acted like it was just another 
game.” 

The game-winning goal 
was scored with just under 
three minutes to play and

was in response to a four-goal 
flurry from the Lions.
